LYMAN WARRANT 
The State of New Hampshire 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Lyman, in the County of Grafton 
and the State of New Hampshire, qualified to vote in Town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said Town on 
Tuesday, the 14th day of March, 1978, polls to open at ten-thirty 
o'clock in the forenoon and will not be closed before six o'clock in the 
afternoon in said Town Hall, to act on Article 1, the remaining arti- 
cles to be considered at one o'clock in the afternoon. 


ARTICLE 1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the ensuing 
year. 


ARTICLE 2. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of Twenty-Two Thousand Two Hundred Forty Dollars 

($22, 240.00) as may be necessary to defray Town charges for the en- 
suing year. All items marked by an asterisk in the budget are covered 
by this Article. 


ARTICLE 3. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of One Thousand Two Hundred Dollars and Twenty-Five Cents 
for the Health Department (Health Officer and Overseer of Poor 
$60.00; North Country Home Health Agency $321.00; Littleton Hospital 
Association $500.00; White Mountain Community Services $321. 25). 
All items marked by a dash in the budget are covered by this Article. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of Three Thousand Dollars ($3, 000.00) to defray the Town's 
share of the cost of the Lisbon Dump. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of Six Hundred Dollars ($600.00) for Town Cemeteries. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of Two Hundred Sixty-Eight Dollars and Sixty-One Cents 
($268.61) for dues to the White Mountain Region Association. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to transfer fifty percent (50%) of any 1977 annual net budget surplus 
funds to the Capital Reserve Fund gouapasted for the purchase of high- 
way equipment. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of One Thousand Dollars ($1,000.00) as compensation for the 
Tax Collector. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to sell and dispose of any real estate acquired by tax deed, by Adver- 
tised Sealed Bid only. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to borrow monies from time to time for current indebtedness of the 
Town for the ensuing year in anticipation of taxes to be collected for 
the year 1978 and be paid therefrom. 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to apply for and accept any State and/or Federal funds related to dis- 
aster or emergency programs which are available at the time, and to 
expend such funds for repair of damage. 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of Two Hundred Eleven Dollars ($211.00) to defray the Town's 
share of operation expenses of the North Country Council. 


ARTICLE 13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of Thirty-Six Thousand Three Hundred Eighty-Four Dollars 
and Thirty-Four Cents ($36, 384. 34) to maintain highways, equipment 
and Town share of T.R.A. All items marked by a cross in the budget 
are covered by this Article. 


ARTICLE 14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of Three Thousand Dollars ($3,000.00) for the purchase of a 
used grader. 


ARTICLE 15. If the above Article is passed, namely Article 14, to 
see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to withdraw the sum of 
Two Thousand Dollars ($2,000.00) from the Capital Equipment Reserve 
Fund to apply to the purchase price. 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of One Thousand Nine Hundred Seventy-Five Dollars 
($1,975.00) for the following purposes: Police Chief $1,000.00; Dog 
Police $25.00; mileage at seventeen cents (17¢) per mile not to 
exceed $950.00. 


ARTICLE 17. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of One Hundred Dollars ($100.00) for the financial adminis- 
tration of the Federal Revenue Sharing Fund established under the 
provisions of the State and Local Assistance Act of 1972. 


ARTICLE 18. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of Three Hundred Thirty-Four Dollars ($334.00) for the 
purchase of a siren, and reimbursement of the purchase of a roof 
light and equipment, for John Reynolds, Police Chief. 


ARTICLE 19. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of Two Thousand Dollars ($2,000.00) for the repair of the 
Town Hall Roof. 


ARTICLE 20. If the above four Articles, namely Article 16, 17, 18, 
19, are adopted, to see if the Town will vote to authorize withdrawal 
from the Revenue Sharing Fund established under the provisions of the 
State and Local Assistance Act of 1972 for use as setoffs against 
budget appropriations in the amount indicated; and further, to authorize 
the Selectmen to make pro rate reductions in the amounts if estimated 
entitlements are reduced or take any other action hereon:

ARTICLE 21. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to apply for negotiate and do all other things necessary to obtain and 
expend any State and/or Federal funds that may become available for 
the improvement of any Town facilities. 


ARTICLE 22. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Tax Col- 
lector to accept the payments in prepayment of taxes. 


ARTICLE 23. To see if the Town wishes to exclude from its Social 
Security plan services performed by election officials or election 
workers for each calendar quarter in which the remuneration paid for 
such services is less than Fifty Dollars ($50.00). 


ARTICLE 24. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the purchase 
of new highway equipment, namely a truck; and to raise and appropri- 
ate for the aforesaid purpose a sum not exceeding Fourteen Thousand 
Eight Hundred Dollars ($14, 800.00); and to authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to borrow on the credit of the Town the sum of money so 
raised and appropriated, and for this purpose to authorize the issue of 
serial notes of the Town under and in accordance with the provisions 
of the Municipal Finance Act or any other enabling authority. 


ARTICLE 25. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Cemetery 
Board to draw and issue deeds to cemetery lots appearing on a plan of 
a portion of the Center Cemetery dated 31 December, 1974, and re- 
corded March 26, 1975 Liber 1226, Folio 51 and a plan of a portion of 
the Moulton Hill Cemetery dated 5 January, 1975, and recorded March 
26, 1975, Pocket 3, Folder 7, Plan 20, Grafton County Registry of 
Deeds. ; 


ARTICLE 26. To see if the Town will vote to have the business meet- 
ing of the Town meeting held at seven-thirty in the afternoon for all 
years subsequent to the 1978 Town Meeting. 


ARTICLE 27. To see if the Town will vote to approve the obtaining of 
the services of public accountants for the annual audit of the Town's 
Accounts. 


ARTICLE 28. To hear reports of agents, auditors, committees and 
officers heretofore chosen, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 29. To transact any other business that may legally come 
before the meeting.

REPORT OF DISTRICT FIRE CHIEF AND FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


Forest fire control in New Hampshire is a joint state and town/city 
responsibility (RSA 224), 


The Director, Division of Forests and Lands (State Forester) ap- 
points a forest fire warden and several deputy forest fire wardens in 
each town/city upon the recommendation of local authorities. 


The local forest fire warden is responsible for forest fire preven- 
tion and suppression activities in his town. He regulates the kindling 
of outside fires when the ground is not covered with snow by the issu- 
ance of written permits only when conditions are safe. He is re- 
sponsible for suppression with the town/city and state sharing the 
cost. Suppression costs in excess of § of 1% of the assessed valuation 
of the town are assumed by the state. | 


The state provides training for the local fire organization and helps 
coordinate activities between towns/cities. The state also supports 
local forces with backup personnel, equipment, and supplies for 
Suppression and prevention. 


This combination of state and local cooperation, started in 1893, 
works well, for New Hampshire has enjoyed one of the smallest acre- 
age losses due to forest fires in the United States for the past 25 
years.

The above statistics show either an increase or no change over 1977. 
There are two basic reasons for this: 1, increased patrols and 2, 
reports from residents. While all the reports were helpful, several 
were directly responsible for arrests that resulted in convictions. 
Other reports concerned information dealing with burglaries, stolen 
property, vandalism, abandoned vehicles, suspicious cars, trucks 
and persons. I especially wish to thank those persons who took the 
time to call or stop by with the various information. The entire 
town has benefited from your actions. 


The Governor's Commission on Crime and Delinquency has published 
a booklet entitled ''Crime Is Every One's Business". The Booklet 
points out that most burglaries and larcenies are committed because 
of an opportunity created by the victim, and crime prevention is the 
recognition and reduction of the crime risk. The Police Department 
is the pivot of crime prevention, but success is directly related 

to the continuing help of an alert and involved community. There are 
seven pages of tips and things to watch for around the home and 
neighborhood. There will be a limited supply of these booklets 
available at Town Meeting. 
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I successfully completed an evening police school in Berlin, N.H. 
which was sponsored by the N.H. Police Standards & Training 
Council. Thirty-two classroom hours over an eight week period 
covered laws of arrest, operating under the influence, search and 
seizure, the use of physical force and twelve related U.S. & N.H. 
Supreme Court Rulings. This was a very worthwhile course and I 
have had many practical applications here in Lyman and while work- 
ing for the Littleton and Lisbon Police Departments.

REPORT OF THE LYMAN CEMETERY BOARD 


The Board has requested the Selectmen to place an article in the 
Warrant for the 1978 Town Meeting, asking the voters to authorize the 
Lyman Cemetery Board to issue deeds to cemetery lots as they appear 
on recently recorded plans for the unused portions of the Center and 
the Moulton Hill cemeteries. If this article is approved, the Board 
will have deed forms printed and issue deeds to those who have pur- 
chased lots. 


Continual heavy rains in the fall of 1977 revealed the necessity to 
study means of improving drainage of the Center Cemetery. Cost 
estimates will be prepared and submitted to the Selectmen, in the 
hopes that funds can be made available to perform this work in 1978.

WHITE PINE BLISTER RUST CONTROL - STATUS REPORT FOR 1977 


Forest insect and disease technicians of this Division examined _3,170 
acres in your town during 1977 to determine the need for white pine blister 
rust control. This survey revealed no serious problems, so town appropriations 
are not requested for 1978, as authorized under the provisions of RSA 223. 


As you may be aware, currant and gooseberry bushes, commonly called RIBES, 
are the alternate host of this fungus disease. Their presence is necessary 
to transmit the disease to white pine trees. Control measures remove RIBES 
plants considered to be hazardous to surrounding white pine. 


The Division's blister rust program has been an ongoing activity since 
1918, We continually monitor the situation In towns within the pine control 
area and report our findings to appropriate town officials. The existing good 
condition of your pine forests in relation to blister rust may be of interest 
to forest landowners. You may consider mentioning this fact in your 1977 town 
report.

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REPORT OF EXECUTIVE COUNCILOR 


As Executive Councilor for District One which covers 62% of the 
State of New Hampshire (102 towns and 3 cities), I am pleased to sub- 
mit this short report to the citizens of your town. 


The Executive Council of New Hampshire is elected from five dis- 
tricts portioned by population. The work of the Council has been 
described as similar to that of a board of directors for State business. 
The New Hampshire Constitution provides that the Council shall from 
time to time advise the Governor in the affairs of State. State law as 
passed by our General Court mandates much of State government to 
be acted upon ''with the advice and consent of the Council." 


Our meetings in the State House Council Chambers are open to the 
public, and I would welcome having any citizens from our District 
attend any of the meetings. 


The responsibilities of the Governor and Council are so diversified 
as to defy any attempt at exact classification. Their activities extend 
to the appointment of certain public officials, to a general supervision 
over State departments, to State expenditures, to pardon matters and 
to a variety of other duties...State officials and employees, State 
fiscal matters, pardons, commutations and reprieves, eminent 
domain and related responsibilities, State contracts and leases, public 
waters, State industrial and recreational interests and miscellaneous 
responsibilities. 


From time to time, as Councilor if I can be of help to cities, towns, 
counties, agencies and individuals, I stand ready to do so especially 
if the problem or concern has to do with State government. However, 
as many of you know, much of our government, at the local level, is 
funded by not only local dollars but State and federal monies are many 
times involved which means that several levels of government are in- 
volved. In such cases we must turn to our local town administrative 
assistants, regional planning commissions, county officials and others 
for help and guidance.

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North Country Home Health Agency, with its main office at 60 High 
St., Littleton, and satellite offices in Cottage Hospital and Linwood 
Medical Center, provides services aimed at prevention, intervention 
and control of disease. This Agency serves the residents of 15 towns 
in a 1,200 sq. mile area in the North Country. 


Services performed in 1977 were as follows: 


8457 Skilled Nursing Care visits to patients in their homes. These 
include the chronically ill; short term care following hospitalization 
or acute care in place of hospitalization; visits to newborns and 
mothers; diet and nutrition teaching; follow-up visits from clinic 
settings; and assistance in institutional placement when necessary. 


8685 Homemaker/Home Health Aide visits, representing 9,000 hours. 
The purpose of this service is to maintain people in their own homes 
through assistance with personal care, light housekeeping and meal 
preparation; performing ancillary nursing services. 

62 Physical Therapy visits to homebound patients. 


407 Health Promotion visits. These visits are for assessment and 
evaluation of a person's needs and/or problems. 


Public Health Activities, aimed at prevention, were as follows: 


17 Immunization clinics for pre-school children. 695 children 
were immunized. 


2 Lead level screening clinics for all ages, at which 154 persons 
were seen. 


6 Dental screening clinics for pre-school children with an attend- 
ance of 294, 


4 Crippled Children's clinics, co-sponsored by N.H. Division of 
Public Health, for area residents under 18.
